On January 22, 1800 just 150 
years ago yesterday, Governor Mc­ 
Kean signed the bill creating out of 
York county the new County of Ad­

Season for Sew County 
“Several motives combined to pro- 
d ce thus movement One was Hie 
desire for a more central location 
of the county seat. York county be­

fin* York County delegation in favor 
of the bill, appealed to the House 
and over the opposition of the other 
members of the delegation was suc­ 
cessful in having the bill passed on 
first reading The bill parsed second 
reading on March 30. 1790. and was 
ordered printed and published for 
third reading It was not pressed to 
a final vote because such a bill under 
the Constitution of 1776 could not 
be passed into law until the second 
session of the Assembly. B\ the next 
session the Constitution of 
1790 
providing for a bicameral Legisla­ 
ture instead of a unicameral one 
had been adopted and the old Leg­ 
islature on September 4. 1790. un­ 
expectedly dissolved 
Tile tight was renewed in the 
1791 session The-report of the Select 
committee adverse to a division was 
affirmed by the House on February 
IT. 1791 
Not lung was proposed in 
the Lelslature during the winier of 
1791-92.

Cave-in Occurs On 
Farm Near Hanover 


Possibly the largest of a series of 
cave-ms or sink-holes on farm lands 
near the Bethlehem Steel corpora­ 
tion's stone quarries north of Han­ 
over occurred recently The drop in 
the earth's surface, which followed 
considerable rainfall, has been mea­ 
sured to a depth of 94 feet. The 
depth of water at that point has not 
been determined 
The most recent cave-in, involv­ 
ing a surface area roughly 60 by 120 
feet in dimension, took place on a 
farm owned by Clair G Berkheimer, 
Hanover. 
The cave-in has been fenced off 
and the area is closed to the public 
because of the danger of additional 
collapse of the soil 
In the past numerous holes have 
developed, their size ranging from 
several feet to 30 or 40 feet in diam* 
eter. 


Truman Urges Boost In Taxes 


On Corporations; Would Slash 


Some Excise Levies, Plug Holes

Washington. Jan. 23 V—Presided 
Truman sent Congress a tax pro­ 
gram today calling for a cut in ex­ 
cise on “sales” levies, plugging of 
loopholes, and a billion-dollar boost 
in taxes on corporations, estates and 
big gifts. 
In a special message, Mr. Truman 
did not say specifically how much re­ 
duction he thought should be made 
in the excise taxes But he said cuts 
are “mast urgently needed" in the 
taxes on freight, railroad and bus 
tickets, long distance telephone and 
telegraph bills and “the entire group 
of retail excises, including such items 
as toilet preparations, luggage and 
handbags.” 
While the President used no figure, 
some Congress members said they 
‘ understood the treasury which will 
give detailed recommendations to 
Congressional 
committees 
later — 
would suggest a cut from 20 to IO 
per cent in the retail tax on such 
things as cosmetics, luggage and 
handbags. 
Mr. Truman did specify that these 
| taxes should be cut "only to the ex­ 
tent that the loss in revenue can be 
recouped by eliminating the tax 
loopholes which now permit some 
groups to escape their lair share of 
I taxation." 


He said the biggest "loophole" is 
“the excessive depletion exemptions 
now enjoyed by oil and mining in­ 
terests," adding: 
“Under these exemptions, large 
percentages of the income from oil 
and mining properties escape taxa­ 
tion. year after year 
Owners of 
mines and oil wells are permitted, 
after deducting all costs of doing 
business, to exclude from taxation 
on account of depletion as much as 
halt of their net income.” 
As to business, the President rec­ 
ommended 
A “moderate increase” in the tax 
rate applicable "to that part of a 
corporation's income which is in ex­ 
cess of $50,000 
At the same time he recommended 
th at the tax rate on corporation in­ 
come between $25,000 and $50,000 
which is now taxed 
at the exces­ 
sively high notch' rate of 53 per cent. 
be reduced to the same rate as ap­ 
plies above $50,000." 
He proposed that estate and gift 
tax laws be revised to provide uni­ 
form treatm ent and reduce present 
exemptions so as to “not only bring 
in more revenue," but to “improve 
the fairness of the estate and gift 
tax laws."
